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At the close of another scholastic year I am very 
happy to report continued steady progress for the College. 

In spite of the world-wide economic crisis there was a falling- 
off of only ten in our registration as compared with last year. 
To compensate for that we are presenting to-night the largest 
list of graduates but one in the history of the College. 

By the Providence of God the health of all, Staff 
and Students alike, has been uniformly good. 

Our former Dean of Studies, Fr.Leo Nelligan, to whom 
we owe so much, was taken from us to be put in charge of Regiopolis 
College, Kingston. To his successor, Fr.Eugene Chabot, a Loyola 
graduate, and to his devoted co-workers of the staff, lay and 
clerical, it is a pleasure to pay here the tribute of admiration 
and gratitude they so richly deserve. That their painstaking 
efforts have not been in vain the satisfactory results of the 
examinations just concluded bear witness. 

The outstanding scholastic achievement of the year has 
been the unprecedented success of our debaters. For the seventh 
time in eleven starts our representatives camethrough the Inter- 
university Debating League schedule as Sectional Champions of the 
Eastern Division, where they had as opponents Queen's, Bishops, 


and Ottawa universities. The decisive victory over Osgoode Hall 


in the finals brought the Dominion Chambionship to Loyola for 


the second time. The young men who acquitted themselves so 
ereditably and shed such lustre on their Alma Mater in these 
forensic disputes arg all among this year's graduates: 
Mr.Gordon George, Mr .Cemie, O'Connor, Mr.Kevin Seott and 
lir.Edward Sheridan. 

Cur representatives in the Montreal Debating League, 
lr.William Tigh and Mr.William McTeague, the former also of this 
year's graduating class, brought the Beatty Trophy to the College 
by defeating the K.of C. team in the final debate, while 
Mr.Edward Sheridan, this evening's valedictorian, won the Milton 
Hersey Gold Medal in the Montreal Debating League Elocution Contest. 

On three different occasions the Dramatic Society 
presented entertainments. Four shorter plays and one major 
performance were featured. This last, "The Bat", was staged in 
this hall last month. When we have a hall of our own, -which, 
please God, will be soon,- we shall be able to devote much more 
attention to dramatics - which have always occupied such an 
important place in Jesuit colleges. 

In the course of the year five members of the Senior 
Economics Class delivered a very successful series of talks on 
the fundamental principles of Economics and their bearing on the 
present economic situation, before the Catholic Social Service 
Guild Study-Club. 

Word was recently received that Patrick Ambrose of 
Sophomore Class was placed secon@ for the second time in the 
National Literary Awards Contest sponsored by certain publications 


in the U.S. and Canada. The winning essays were chosen from among 


900 manuscripts. 

The annual Review of our C.0.T.C. was a most gratifying 
spectacle and elicited high praise from the distinguished 
inspecting officer, Brig.-Ceneral Gibson. 

In two contests with the licGill Rifle Team our represent- 
atives were successful both times. 

The Physics laboratory was again enlarged and completely 
renovated this year and an up-to-date lecture hall was annexed 
to the laboratory. A large number of modern high-grade instru- 
ments were bought to replace older models and supplement the 
already existing equipment. 

Needless to say, these changes and improvements were not 
effected without sonsiderable expense, but on the other hand we 
now have a physics department which cannot be duplicated outside 
the larger universities. 

The Scientific Society was reorganized and new interest 
aroused. Special lectures were given at the semi-monthly meetings. 
Of especial interest were the lectures given by Dr.Keyes of 
McGill University on Television, and by the Bell Telephone 
engineers on Telotype. 

All friends of the College will be pleased to learn that at 
long last we are in a position to proceed with the building of 
our College Chapel. The architect is now busy at the working plans 
and specifications, and in a few weeks building operations will 
begin. There will be an auditorium as large as this one under the 
Chapel, and, please God, it is there that our next and future 


convocations will be held.

A report like this would not be complete without some 
reference to our former students. It is with considerable pleasure, 
therefore, that we are able to announce that during the past year 
four former students of Loyola were ordained to the Holy Priesthood. 
Fr.Johnn D.Purcell for the Archdiocese of Montreal, Fr.Gerald Doyle 
for the China Mission Society, and Fathers Raymond Sutton and Eugene 
Audet of the Society of Jesus. 

The appointment of the Rev.Thomas Bracken as Pastor of 
St.Thomas Aqinas Parish brings the total of former Loyola students 
among the Seid endepestdne pastors of the city to seven out of 
twenty, while of the twenty-two curates eight are former Loyola 
students. 

Under the able direction of their President, Mr.John Ling, 
who has just been re-elected, the L.0.B.A. have had a very active 
year. Besides minor social and sports activities they gave two very 
successful entertainments, while the second number of their public- 
ation, the Loyola Alumnus, deserves the highest praise. 

From the examination reports of the universities that are 
available to date there is much to encourage us. 

At the University of Montreal, Mr Moore Bannon, who had 
succeeded so brilliantly in his first and second years,unfortunately 
broke down during his final examinations. None the less he won the 
coveted Prix Larue for the greatest number of points in all examin- 
ations of the year; also the Prix du Barreau de Montreal for the 
highest marks in all examinations in Commercial Law, and the Priz 
Jette-Campbell for the greatest number of points in Civil Law 
during the entire course. 


In First Year Law at McGill, Mr Timothy Slattery obtained 


the highest aggregate Standing, First Honours and the Faculty

Messrs. William Mcjuillan, 
George Broderick and Herbert Costello obtained Second Honours in 
Aggregate Standing. 

In Second Year Law Mr James Mullally obtained Second Honours 
in Aggregate Standing. 

In Third Year Architecture, Mr. John Bland obtained Highest 
Aggregate Standing and First Honours. 

In Third Year Med@cine, three students won High Aggregate 
Standing out of a class of more than eighty. The second of these 
was Mr. Curtis Corcoran, '29, the only Loyola man in the class. 

He also obtained high standing in Obstetrics and Bacteriology. 

In Second Year Law at Harvard, Mr. Quinn Shaughnessy won a 
$400.00 scholarship as well as the Law Review Distinction. 

These restits prove conclusively that the traditional 6lassical 
Course is what we claim for it, i.e. the fittest preparation for 
the whole business of life as well as for any special calling, 
and that the Loyola graduate, if he be but true to himsel#, can 
take his stand with the best in the land. 

This is what we expect of these young men, the graduates of 
1932.
